Posties need help | 


The noble creed that “the 
mail must go through” helped 
make Canada’s postal service 
one of the world’s best. But the 
country's mail carriers are rest- 
less, the government seems 
unable to copé with postal 
problems, and mail service is 
deteriorating. 


Faced with a pre-Christmas 
strike by the country’s 21,000 
postal workers, a 10-month pact 
was patched together in No- 
vember which assured the na- 
tion of continued mail service 
until next August. . 


But the ink was hardly dry 
on the agreement before the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers charged the post of- 
fice department with bad faith 
in not extending a 25 cent an 
hour wage increase to 3,500 
semi-staff workers in rural post 
offices. 

As the New Year began, 
spokesmen for the postal work- 
ers were talking up the threat 


cities to win the 25 cent raise 
for the rural workers not in- 
cluded in the new wage sched- 
ule, 

At that, the 9,000 members of 
the Letter Carriers’ Union and 
their 11,000 brothers in CUPW 
remain disgruntled at the 
raises granted them in Novem- 
ber, 

They had.asked for St an 
hour more —- a raise of 40 peor 
cent. — hut settled for one- 
quarter .of that. This brought 
wages of clerks to $2.75 an hour 


and letter carriers to’ $2.63 au , 


hour, 

There was an sir of unreality 
zbout those November negotia- 
tions. 

Although the workers come 
under the administration of 
Postmaster General Jean Pierre 
Cote, the negotiations went to 
the desk of Revenue Minister 

‘Benson. because he was re- 
sponsible for picking up: the 
wage bill. >* 

When settlement was finally 
reached, Mr. Benson was re- 
ported to have declared ‘“‘jubl- 
lantly” that “they asked for $1 
and got 25 cents!” : 

This kind of attitude could 
hardly be expected te win ei- 
ther the confidence or respect 
of postal workers. 

The Post Office is still oper- 
ating under a patchwork quilt 
of arrangements which leave 


the department vulnerable to a 
variety of breakdowns. 

An example was the Decem- 
ber walk-out of mail truck driv- 
ers in Montreal, The drivers, 
employees of a private com- 
pany, struck for higher wages 
and tied up mail delivery for 
three days just before Christ- 
mas. : ¥ 

Postmaster General Cote said 
later the strike would probably 
speed up his department's plans 
to establish its own trucking 
service. Then, at least, the post- 
al service would not be vulner- 
able to strikes against private 
operators. 

Now, because of continued 
dissatisfaction over poor pay 
and working conditions, post- 
men are talking of “working to 
rule,” which would mean a fur- 
ther slowdown in delivery. Un- 
der “work to rule’ procedures, 
mailmen would do what the: 
rule book calls for them to de, 
- and nothing more. 

Canadian postal service can 
be expected to grow progres- 
sively worse until the govern- 
ment recognizes three basic 
facts: 

First, postmen must be paid 
wages equal to those paid in 
private industry for comparably 
essential jobs. 

Second, the Post Office de- 
partment must be modernized 
and be made more self-suffi- 
cient, 

Third, the government must 
end its blundering ways of ne- 
voliating wage disputes with 
postal workers, 

As painful as the prospect 
wppears, Canadians may be 
faced with paying higher mail 
rates. This should start with 
the “junk” mail that clutters 
up mailmen'’s bags and house- 
holders’ garbage cans, 

The post office department 
has always been a semi-political 
instrument of the government, 
This would be corrected if the 
department made a crown cor- 
poration, headed up by a career 
administrator instead of a pa-. 
litical appointee as is now the- 
case,” 

Meanwhile, according to the: 
postal union, the Post Office: 
continues to engage in “the 
worst kind of personnel policy 
imaginable,” ranging from 
spying on workers to abuse of. 
promotion systems...

The penalty for sending a false dis- 
tress signal is a fine of up to $500 
or up to one year in jail. 

The department warned in a state- 
ment that the battery-powered walkie- 
talkies, a popular item on toy 
counters this season, “are not toys 
and their use as playthings consti- 
tutes a breach of federal radio 
regulations.” 

Among other things, the sets can 
cause annoying interference to radio 
and television reception.. The long- 
suffering department said it gets 
many complaints on this score. 

However, no licence is needed to 
use the walkie-talkies and they can 
be legally sold as long as the power 
is less than one-tenth of one watt. 

That normally gives a range of 
one-third to one half mile but the de- 
partment official said this can be 
much greater on flat terrain or near 
water.

THRESHOLD OF A NEW 
CENTURY 


This week, with all the hullabaloo 
|we can muster, we*Canadians greet 
| our Centennial year as a nation. And | 
las we do so we share a considerable 
jenthusiasm for the future While at 
the same time taking a nostalgic 
,glance backwards at our national 
| struggles and achievements. 

While we Canadians have been | 
| richly endowed with land, resources, ! 
|harbors and waterways, our country | 


‘duct of our people. Andf like any 
| other thriving country, we have been 


awarded our share of men of stature, 


| Strength and vision who have emer- 
| ged from time to time in our history 
| to lead fis in our great undertakings. 
| Some of the greatest, most daring 
and imaginative of such men have; 
been part of the transportation his- 
| tory of Canada -—- particularly the 
railways. There was Sir William Van 
‘Horne who pushed the CPR to the 
Pacific to knit west and east together 
| with steel. Before him, were the 
| famed railway builders of Peto Bras- 
| sey and Betts who built the Intercolo- 
| nial Railway between Lower Canada 
and the Maritimes, not to mention 
Montreal's Victoria Bridge which is 
older than Confederation and an en- 
gineering wonder in its day. Or Mac- 
Kenzie and Mann who built the Grand 
Trunk Pacific from Winnipeg to the 
Pacifio Ocean. 


In more recent times, Sir Henry 
| Thornton was such a man. He took 
over as president of Canadian Na- 
tional Railways when an agglomera- 
tion of bankrupt railways were in- 
corporated into the government-owned 
company in 1932. He did a mountajn 
of a job of making one identifiable 
railway out of many. 

But how many recall that he was 
also a pioneer of radio broadcasting 
in Canada? It ‘is true, and he -did it 
as a railroader because of his belief, 
in his own words, “radio telephony 
is unsurpassed as a means of adver- 
tising”’. 

His convictions were followed by 
action whén he ordered a study of 
radio and how it could best be em- 
ployed to benefit the railway. Radio 
had hardly emerged from the crystal 
| receiving set stage when, in 1923, 
CN’s radio department was estab- 
lished. 

How many of us realize, as we don 
our imaginary party hats and pre- 
pare over the next twelve months to 


nationwide celebration, that CN es- 
tablished radio stations from coast 
to coast 43 years ago. It was the firgt 
leontinent-wide network, the first to 
| broadcast to England and the initiator 
lof “Hockey Night In Canada”. 
| Perhaps most impressive of all, CN 
|was the first railway in the world to 
successfully broadcast programs for 
ithe pleasure of its passengers. 
Signals from CN radio stations 
were directed at moving trains equip- 
ped with a receiver and with ear- 
| phones in each seat in special parlor 
|cars. Reception improved from 1925 
ito 1930. The number of these spec- 
ially equipped cars increased from 37 
‘to, 80, each staffed with uniformed 
operators.

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Belleville can offer temporary quar- 


j ters for the Peterborough-Belleville 
area community college, college board 


of governors’ chairman, the Rev. H. J. 
Maloney said Thursday last. 
He visited Belleville last week to 


inspect facilities offered in the nearly- | 


completed Centennial High School. 
Because of a squeeze for space in 
Belleville schools, the building is al- 
ready in use for Grades 9 and 10. 

“Naturally, with temporary quar- 
ters there are always some disad- 
vantages,’ Father Maloney said, “but 
we need something in a hurry if we 
are going to,start classes in Septem- 
ber and this would do.” 

He said there are several possible 
permanent sites in Belleville. 

The college needs space for be- 
tween 250 and 300 students’ from the 
Belleville area for September and 
space for about 500 within the first 
four years, he said, for day classes. 
With night classes, the college would 
cater tq about 1,000 students. 

That's if the governors’ request for 
a split campus or two colleges is 
approved at a meeting of the board of 
regents early next month. If the re- 
quest is turned down, a single college 
would need. morr space. 

Father Maloney said he has not 
heard, as chairman of the board, of 
any space available in Peterborough 
for temporary classes, but that some 
Peterborough members of the board 
have unofficially looked at possible 
sites. 

The inspection of the Belleville 
school was by invitation from the 
Belleville board of Education. 

Location of temporary quarters — 
even if they're to serve both cities — 
in Belleville, need not harm Peter- 
borough's chances of landing the col- 
lege, Father Maloney said. 

Another view is that if only one 
campus is authorized, it would make 
more sense to choose temporary quar- 
ters as near as possible to the per- 
manent campus to minimize confus- 
ion and trouble at moving time.

. breed in Ontario leave most parts of | 


the province in winter. 
hardiest species can usually find 
enough open water in the southern 
part of Ontario for their winter needs. 
They are found most commonly on 
the Great Lakes, from Lake St. Clair 
to the St. Lawrence River. 

Because the extent of ice cover on 
Lakes Erie and Ontario varies from 
year to year, the number of ducks 
that stay also varies. Thus, in the 
last eight years the winter count for 
Ontario carried out in early Janu- 
ary has varied from 28,000 to 90,000, 
according to the Federation of On- 
tario Naturalists.

Traffic Act states: “Every person in 
charge of a motor vehicle who is 
directly or indirectly involved in an 
accident shall, if the accident results 
in personal injuries or’in damage to | 
property apparently exceeding $100.00 | 
report the accident forthwith to the | 
nearest provincial or municipal police 
officer, and furnish him with such in- 
formation as may be required by the 
officer or by the Registrar.” | 

If the person in charge of a vehicle 
is injured in the accident, Section 
143(2) H-T.A. requires any passenger 
in the vehicle to make the report. 

It ‘is to be noted that in this section 
it is not necessary for the accident | 
to occur on a highway. As long as a | 
motor vehicle is involved and the 
accident involves injury or damage 
oyer $100.00, the accident. must be 
reported. : 

Section 143a(1) H.T.A. 
“where an accident occurs on @ high- 
way, every person in charge of a 
yehicle or car of an electric railway 
that is directly or indirectly involved 
in the accident shall — 

(a) remain at or immediately re- 
turn to the scene of the accident; 
(b) render all possible assistance,

_ All four were given a series of 14 
anti-rabie# injections immediately 
after the incident and Donna’s death 
left. medical officials there trying to 
explain why the vaecihe’ hadn't 
worked.

“He had this*cat~hanging on his 
‘arm,” recalled Mfs. T. D. .Johnson, 
who had to tear the snarling animal 
loose, A long scratch is facing on 
rher arm. 

The Johnson dog attacked the cat, 
was scratched on the nose, and had 
to be destroyed. 

Mr. Johnson. shot the cat later 
that day and he and Mr. Featherson 
turned it over to federal veterinary 
officials, who found it had been rabid.

The ages of farmers attending the 
course range from 20 to about 55 with 
the majority being in the 30 to 40 
year bracket. 

But Ed Buckley, co-ordinator for 
the Program 5 retaining courses in 
Belleville, says he never saw a more 
eager or interested group of men. 

“Absenteeism is almost negligible 
and out of the 169 farmers enrolled, 
seldom is anyone absent’, he says. 

The concentrated four month course 
stanted directly toward agriculture 
is sponsored by the Federal Provin- 
cial Training Agreement through 
ARDA: (Agriculture Rehabilitation 
and: Development Act.) 

The purpose of the course is to 
upgrade farmer’s knowledge of agri- 
culture and to acquaint them with 
the latest in farm operating tech- 
niques, 

The’ farmers attending the course 
are-generally froin “marginal” farms 
where, in many instances, operators 
find it necessary to accept part-time 
jobs to make a go of it. 

| Because many of the farmers at- 
tending the course had to leave their 
“other” jobs, they are bing paid by 
ARDA to attend, The daily rates 
range from $7.00 for single men to 


‘a maximum of $15.00 for married 


‘men with children. 

| According to: Mr. Buckley, many of 
the farmers were at first @ bit skepti- 
cal about returning to “book learn- 
ing” thinking that instructors would 
be profesional teachers with no farm- 
ing experience. 


But when they found the instruc- | 


tors were 
themselves 


mostly practical farmers 

(although many with 

agricultural college training) there 
was a change in attitude. 

Then they %started to show real 

interest, and according to Mr. Buck+ 


lley, the results are already starting

Insofar as farm mechanics are con- 
cerned, the idea is not to try to make 
expert mechanics out of the student 
farmers, Rather the purpose is to 
give them the basics so if the farm 
tractor stops, they will be able to 
get going again without a trip to 
town for a mechanic. 

“In this way, the farmer will save 
himself both money and time,” com- 
mented one instructor. 

And it is also just possible that 
some of the farmers taking the 
course might decide that he is in 
the wrong vocation, or possibly in 
the wrong phase of agriculture. 

For instance, a man who has had 
tough sledding trying to make the 
farm pay, might decide that he would 
rather be an anto mechanic or work 
in some other field. 

, Also, a farmer raising beef cattle 
might decide he should be in swine, 
maintaining a dairy herd, or possibly 
be in® the business of raising cash 
crops rather than in general farming. 

Whatever the end result, it is felt 
the course attendance will have been 
worth while. 

Many of the instructors are farm- 
ers who have had agricultural college 
training. 

They include Robert Williams of 
Bloomfield, swine; Kenneth Wright 
of Hillier, farm management; Lloyd 
Sheppard, Foxboro, horticulture; 
Grant Ketcheson, Madoc, beef cattle;

This has changed the terms of con- 
cern about pollution and of the battle 
against it. It has caused the more en- 
lightened part of industry. to realize 
that it is not enough to avoid being 
made the whipping boy, whether or 
not the whippings are justified. It 
must take a position of real leader- 
ship in the battle. There are both di- 
rect and indirect reasons for this. 

As the technological processes of in- 
dustry have progressed, they have 
come to require more and more pure 
air and pure water. Companies are 
learning how costly it is to purify 
what other companies have fouled. At 
the most selfish level, this can bring 
action in defense of an invested in- 
terest. 

At the other end of the scale, there 
is industry’s interest in mass markets 
and mass production. In 1900, it has 
been estimated less than one-third of 
the population on this continent lived 
in large cities. Today, two-thirds of 
the people are massed in big cities. 
Pollution now endangers this way of 
life and so endangers the industrial 
system. Industry, then, has reason to 
be concerned not only about correct- 
ing its own activities. It is discover- 
ing that it is not good enough to 
strive for its own purity. It needs to 
take an active part in the war on pol- 
lution. 

In the United States, both the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
have turned their attention to the 
anti-pollution campaign. The cham-

This, according to the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is no excuse for 
industry to shrug off the pollution

Mr. Tipper gave a full report on 
last year’s Junior Farmer and 4-H 
club activities in the county and out- 
lined the programs planned for Cen- 
tennial Year. 

“At the end of the year, like all 
good business, we have to take stock 
to make plans for the year ahead,” 
he said. 

“At the beginning of Centennial 
Year it is most important that we do 
these things in constant detail be- 
cause it is not just another year, but 
is the, beginning of the second cen- 
tury of Canadian life.” The farm 
producer industry, as part of the 
food industry of Canada, employing 
40 per cent of the Canadian labour 
force, must be prepared to go for- 
ward.”

Mr. Gordon returns 


The art of politics is said to 
be based on compromise and if 
this is so, Liberal Leader Pear- 
son has shown exquisite artful- 
ness in bringing economic na- 
tionalist Walter Gordon back 
into the cabinet. 


Gordon, the former ‘finance 
minister who resigned when 
the Liberals failed to win a ma- 
jority in the 1965 election (he 
freely admitted he had given 
the Prime Minister ‘bad ad- 
vice’), had been on the verge of 
walking out of the party com- 
pletely when his surprise ap- 
pointment was announced. 

Mr. Gordon, a chartered ac- 
countant, who represents the 
polyglot riding of Toronto Dav- 
enport, is the leading crusader 
in Liberal ranks for restrictions 
on American control of the 
Canadian economy. 


It was during the first 100 
days of the Liberal regime that 
Mr. Gordon brought in a budget 
containing so many repressive 
economic measures against 
American industry that he had 
to back down amid a howl from 
stock market investors, 


He later authored the book, 
A Choice for Canada, which 
argued that this country could 
be rescued from U.S. economic 
control only by such devices as 
a Canadian Development Cor- 
poration, This is a Crown agen- 
cy which Gordon created, but 
still remains to be written into 
law. 


Following Gordon’s _resigna- 
tion, the Liberal cabinet took a 
decided turn to the right with 
the ascendancy of such staunch 
free enterprisers as Robert 
Winters, who assumed the vital 
post of minister of trade and 
commerce. 

‘Winters, by deed and word, 
indicated he was less concerned 
with Canadian control of indus- 
try than he was with the main- 
tenance of Canadian prosperity 
in general. 

Why then, did Gordon go 
back into a cabinet still domi- 
nated by men such as Winters, 
who are diametrically opposed 
to the Gordon position that 
Canadians must be prepared to 
make sacrifices to maintain 
their economic independence? 

The answer must be that 
Gordon saw himself being com- 
pletely frozen out of govern- 
ment policy making levels, and

REPORT 


In answer to numerous queries re- 
garding the new regulations for mo- 
toreyele operators, on January 1st, 
1967, the following instructions came 
into effect. 


Beginning January. ist, 1967, any- 
one applying for a licence to ride a 
motorcycle will be required to pass 
an examination in its operation. 
This examination will include written 
tests, a requirement to demonstrate 
knowledge of all controls on the. ve- 
hicle and their function, and to dem- 
onstrate the ability to ride the motor- 
bike safely. The written tests will in- 
clude all questions on -the regular 
driver’s test as well as other ques- 
tions aimed specifically at safe mo- 
torcycle operation. After passing 
these tests, the applicant will be is- 
sued a driver's licence endorsed for 
the operation of motorcycles only. 


There are, of course, many people 
who operate motorcycles in the pro- 


vince on drivers’ licences who are 
experienced and skilled in their 
operation. These people, provided 
they had a driver's licence issued 


before January 1, 1967, may be issued 
motorcycle €ndorsements by apply- 
ing before July 1, 1967, and filing dec- 
larations with the Department of 
Transport that they are experienced 
motoreycle riders. 


The new regulations. -will make it 


illegal for anyone to operate a mo- 
torcycle in Ontario on a 90-day in- 


If you intend to operate a motor- 
cycle in Ontario this year, it would be 
wise to contact your local license 
issuer and make arrangements to have 
your licence endorsed for motorcycle 
operation. Or, if you do not hold any 
driver’s licence, make your appoint- 
ment for the necessary tests now, 

At the end of September this year, 
there will probably be a continued in- 
crease in the number of motorcycles 
on our highways. In the first nine 
raonths of the year 1965, there was 
en increase of 133 per cent over-the 
same period in 1964, There were 36,- 
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827 motorcycles registered In the pro- 
vince at the end of September, 1966, 
59 per cent more than at the end of 
September, 1965. 

With this sharp increase each year, 
also follows the unhappy statistics. 
At the end of September, 1966, mo- 
|torcycles were involved in 3,221 ac- 
‘cidents ——- in which there were 42 
fatalities and 2,475 injuries. 

In all of 1965 there were 2,390 
motorcycle accidents, compared with 
867 in 1964. 

All of these figures indicate that 
radical changes were necessary in the 
laws pertaining to motorcycles on the 
highways and therefore these new 
regulations have been instituted in 
an attempt to help solve a problem 
on our highways which is becoming 
severe.

Twenty occurrences were also in- 
vestigated with two minor thefts and 
one disturbance. ©

Six convictions were ‘registered in 
Magistrate’s Court, five traffic and 
one criminal.
